The town has bought us 1,000 feet of new hose which 
we were very much in need of. 

The proceeds from the dances which the firemen have 
been holding have been used to buy a 24 foot extension lad- 
der, 20 foot roof ladder, strainer and several other small 
things, also to pay for an insurance which covers the fire- 
men at fires or at work on anything pertaining to this de- 
partment. . 

We have permission from the Public Service and New 
England Tel. & Tel. Co., to use their poles to string our 
wire on so we can move the siren from the Observation 
Post to the Four Corners. 

. Weather permiting we hope to do this soon and work 
out a satisfactory fire alarm system. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation and 
thanks to all who have helped in any way to make these 
things possible.
